The encl<»nre is full of the 
ruins nf hous^ Imt of such siual) atse that it «eei^ iiuproKablelhat they were 
purl of U)C king's poiaoe. To the wi^t of the citailel, however, there if a 
largo enclosure cotitatitiug ruina on a much higger scale which may perhaps 
have lj«n the |.'alBce Th« rest of lhe fortress appears to liavc been apanwly 
^iDpulated, but from the high ground within ih^ eitiiflel the lines of the streOLei 
call be traced. 

Tugfilnqabad. which was the fourth city of Delhi, waa conatmeted liy 
Toghliiq ;>JLaii. the founder of Um Tughlaq dynasty. According to Sayyid 
Abroad Khan it was founded in the year T21 A. E. (IdSl A. D.) and witj 
hutted in two ytaira.

eiHdoaure It b 28' 3' square With sloping wails of rod aondstone crowned 
with bsttlwuents. On the north, smith and mni are doorwnya superunposed 
by stiiall arched openings filled in with nuubie jali aereen^ and enclosed by 
deeply recessed arohea urnamented with white marble cuspings; while on the 
west is a white inarhle ttiUtrab in which n Utile hlnck niarbla uiwL 

The white marble doaie which sartuounts the building rises ftotn a low 
tadagonol dmin atid b crowned liy & red sandsume fininl. 

Inside there are three plastered graves, of which the central one la 
uppareaily that of Gluy^nddin Tughinq Shah. The other two graves are 
assigned to Maklidtmuii Jahan. the wife of Ghiynsaddin Tnghhui Shah 
and to hie son and eucceeeor Mohammad Shah Tii^taq respectively * *

Piitix SLoh ilk the Fituhati FirosshtUu refets (o ihe utrucUire eui ' Derul 
Amao ' And saja thmi he foniblieU U with sasdld'woed doers, and ihaJL ever 
the graves of the distinguished men bfuried there he snepended bangings 
made from tike curtains of the doors of Kaha. He al^ tiiat he buried. 
m a box ai the iiead of the grave of Muhamruajl Shell, deeds of forgivoness 
obtained from those who had Buffered mutilation at the honde of that king, 
and duly attestof] by witnesses. 

Ghiynsuddin Tughlaq, I he foimder of liiLe TughJnq dynasty, was giftpd 
with untiring eiieigy and greni couruge, and for many yean he repulsed 
repealed Mughnl jnvaaions ^th much i>lai4;hter. Ite h known to have 1«cn 
at ^'arlunco with Shaikh Nizamnddin AuUyn. the w'ell-known onint of Delhi 
to whom on hia returning from a aiUK^essful invaaioh of Rengal, be senrau 
order to leave Delhi before lus own arrival Uierc. Despite the near approach of 
the king, the saint gave the same unawer tn every renewed iiuportunity by his 
irienda ** Delhi is still far off,*' a prediction -which came to pasa, and fiae now 
beoouic a proverb in India. On the atri-ml of-the King at Afghanpur, boqio six 
mites from Tugtdnqabad, the Emperor was accommodated by hiV own order 
in a hastily erected, pavilion which had been put up in three days under the 
fiuperintcndeuce of Ahmad Ibni Ayaz, afterwards given the titln of 
.fnlian. After the feast in thk* evening the pavilion iwllapfted, killtng Hie king 
and his favourite son Mahmud and live or six otlier persons. Zlynuddin 
Burnt says Unit this ancitient was caused by a Utunder bolt fnmi the sky* bnt 
Thai Batutkt states that Uie building wos eo coasiructed tliai it would cc^psu 
if an defihant poshed against it. He alao mentions that iho prince Juniui 
Khao ui^ed pormissiwi of the Emperor to parade the elcrpbanu, anil witli- 
drew his frieuds from the pavilion, which fell down as soon an the elephanta 
paased. No effort waa made to release the unfortnnate Snltan till after sun 
set, whet) the ruins of the building were dug. up and fie was taken otti. Some 
assert that ttio Sultan was taken out dead; oLhera, on the coui.raiji niAin ta iu 
that he was alive anil that an end waa made of him. He was corried away 
at night to the tomb which he had buuself bulk near the city of Tughlmpibukd, 
culled after tiim. and there interred. 

Tim accoiEnt of Ibni Batnia ia not very reliable, lie places the <l®kth of 
Olkiyasuddin Toghkq after that of Sliaikh Nkamuddin Auliya. and myn 
that the Emperor heard Uiat Junan Khan bore the bier of the saint iifwii his 
filumlde? and was tnuoh annoyiid with him. The saini really died one mutith 
uft-or tho demise of Tugbliiq SJiaJi. 

Junan Khun, who suroeeded Qhiyasuddin Tughlaq under the title of 
Muhammad Slmh Tugblnq, and olao ties lutrled in this luau^bum, was of a 
cuHiUiif character. He wiis an accoiuptiBhed sovereign, generous to extvsa 
und the uurat experienced general of liii* day, hut his ocoentnc fucy somer 
times vergtyi on insanity. He reigned for six years anti died of fever at 
Tli:Uta in the year 752 A. U. (I3J52 A, D). 

Hb corikse waa, however, brought to Delhi and interred in ibo msu&jJeuni 
0f hU father, colled Darul Auuuu
